Only  one  word  describes  the  media  attention  to  Amateur 
Radio  During  the  Srenada  crisis  —  incredible!  News¬ 
paper,  television  and  radio  reporters  looked  to  ham 
operators  to  provide  the  latest  word  on  what  was  going 
on  in  Srenada,  If  a  TV  or  radio  station  couldn’t  find 
a  local  ham,  the  reporters  called  ARRL  Hq,  Head¬ 
quarters,  in  turn,  got  the  reporter  a  contact  with 
League  officials  in  the  field.  The  League’s  public 
information  network  of  volunteers  had  their  hands  full, 
but  from  all  indications  performed  well. 


Sacks  Signals 
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One  of  the  questions  that  case  u[i,  however,  was  to  what 
extent  the  Radio  Amateurs  should  allow  a  reporter  to 
“participate"  in  the  sonitoring.  There  were  also  some 
questions  raised  as  to  whether  it  would  be  proper  to 
allow  a  reporter  to  talk  over  an  Aaatmir  Radio  circuit 
directly  with  the  station  in  Grenada,  Other  Radio 
Amateurs  wondered  whether  it  was  proper  for  broad¬ 
casters  to  even  retranssit  the  signals  being  aonitored 
over  the  Amateur  airwaves. 

The  FCC  clarified  the  situation  by  issuing  a  Public 
Notice  on  Mednesday  afternoon,  October  26,  stating  that 
"Radio  and  television  stations  need  not  obtain  prior 
authorization  fro®  the  Federal  Communications  Coasis- 
sion  before  retransmitting  Asateur  IHam)  Radio  trans¬ 
missions."  The  notice  explained  further  that  while 
broadcasters  were  free  to  air  the  has  transmissions 
they  were  monitoring,  they  "must  not  become  actively 
involved  in  the  Asateur  transaissions,"  In  other 
wwds,  the  Commission  did  not  want  reporters  conducting 
interviews  over  the  air. 

There  were  &  few  scattered  reports  of  broadcast  report¬ 
ers  applying  pressure  on  hass  to  enlist  the*  as  a  tool 
for  some  investigative  reporting.  For  the  sost  part, 
however,  hass  kept  the  media  coverage  in  the  proper 
perspective.  Reporters  were  welcosed  into  has  shacks 
across  the  country,  and  they  were  free  to  monitor 
whatever  contact  the  Radio  Asateur  had.  It  was  not 
proper  to  conduct  any  solely  media-initiated  contact 
with  Grenada,  and  east  reporters  didn't  even  ask. 
There  .was  enough  excitement  to  cover. 

ARRL  General  Manager  Dave  Gunner,  K1ZZ  evaluated 
Asateur  Radio  participation  in  the  Grenada  crisis. 
Sumner  said,  "In  general,  on-the-air  conduct  was  quite 
exemplary  and  the  U.S.  government  is  quite  pleased  and 
satisfied  with  the  role  played  by  the  Amateurs. 

•Grenada  (JJ)  is  a  ssall  spice  island  in  the  Grenadines, 
off  the  coast  of  Venezuela,  Ihe  island  covers  only  Hi 
square  a iles  and  has  a  population  of  about  118, §09. 
Grenada  struggles  nith  high  unemployment  and  .few  re¬ 
sources,  Its  ecu  nosy  is  based  on  tourist  and  food 
processing,  Particularly  cocoa,  nutaeg,  bananas  and 
mace,  Ihe  dosinant  languages  are  English  and  Creole.

of  those  Hams  that  listen  to  2-seters  do  not  check 
into  the  HF  nets. 

(2)  Technicians  have  2-meter  privileges  and  not  HF 
phone,  so  they  are  able  to  handle  traffic  and  learn 
good  net  operating  procedures.  They  also  learn  how 
to  be  a  Net  Control  Station  so  that  when  they 
upgrade,  they  will  be  able  to  move  right  into  NCS 
duties  on  phone  nets. 

(3)  Being  NCS  on  2-aeters  is  easier  than  on  75  meters 
as  it  is  easier  to  keep  a  well-controlled  (dir¬ 
ected)  net  without  the  mass  confusion,  chaos  and 
doubling  that  sometimes  occurs  on  75  meters. 

(4)  You  do  not  need  much  in  the  way  of  antennas  and 
equipment  to  check  into  a  2-seter  repeater. 

(5)  The  2-meter  nets  run  for  shorter  period  of  time 
than  HF  nets. 

(6?  Many  non-Hass  have  scanners  and  monitor  repeaters. 
This  gives  us  a  very  excellent  method  to  obtain 
good  public  relations.  The  general  public  are  made 
aware  of  the  public  service  work  that  Hams  do. 

As  an  example,  many  local  residents  of  Eau  Claire 
listen  exclusively  to  the  Esu  Clare  repeater  during 
tises  of  severe  weather  alerts  as  they  know  they 
will  get  weather  information  and  updates  first  from 
the  Hass. 

Suggestions  on  starting  a  2-mater  traffic  net; 

(1)  One  Has  who  is  well-versed  on  traffic  handling  and 
net  operations  should  take  it  upon  himself  or 
herself  to  start  a  net  on  the  local  wide-area 
coverage  repeater.  The  most  iaportant  qualities 
this  person  should  have  are; 

Persuasion  (to  convince  everyone  that  a  net  is 
needed), 

Perseverance  (to  stay  with  it  when  you  are  the  only 
one  on  the  net  for  4  or, more  days  in  a  row), 

Conviction  (when  things  are  not  going  too  well,  to 
know  that  what  you  are  doing  is  important)  and 

Patience  (To  maintain  calmness  and  resain  affable 
when  everyone  is  doing_  everything  wrong). 

(2)  Talk  to  3  or  4  Hams  who  you  know  can  access  your 
repeater  and  try  to  get  them  to  offer  to  help  get 
going.  Set  a  time  for  the  net  and  call  it  at  that 
time.  A  bit  of  advance  publicity  for  the  net  will 
help. 

(3)  Run  short  training  sessions  (5  minutes  at  the  most) 
on  net  operation  and  traffic  handling  as  often  as 

.  possible.  Begin  with  the  basics  as  lots  of  the 
Haas  listening  know  nothing  shout  traffic  handling 
(and  probably  don’t  want  to  know  anything,  but 
.assimilation  sometimes  works  wonders.) 

(4)  Once  you  have  the  ball, rolling  and  see  that  you 
have  only  2  or  3  Net  Controls  for  a  daily  op¬ 
eration,  ask  for  volunteers  to  be  NCS,  The  re¬ 
sponse  will  probably  be  absolute  silence  Now  is 
the  time  to  go  in  person  and  ask  the  people  who  you 
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people,  you  Bill  find  that  very  tea  of  them  Bill 
turn  you  down.  Psychology  also  plays  an  iaportant 
part  of  a  net  aanager’s  role. 

15)  Develop  a  very  structured  procedure  for  net  opera¬ 
tion  and  have  all  the  Net  Controls  follow  it  exact¬ 
ly.  This  allows  for  a  very  efficient  net  and  aids 
newcoaers  in  catching  on  to  what  is  happening  dur¬ 
ing  net  tise. 

<6!  If  you  have  any  questions  or  probleas  getting  your 
net  started  or  need  an  outline  on  net  procedures,  „ 
. '  contact  N9AU6. 

Kith  this  information,  by  next  year  at  this  tiae,  we 
should  see  nets  on  all  the  wide  area  repeaters  in 
Bisconsin  that  would  be  very  beneficial  to  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  traffic  throughout  Wisconsin.  Hhat  better 
tiae  than  now  to  start  a  2-aeter  net. 

Many  people  are  staying  inside  and  do  a  lot  of  2-aeter 
listening.
